CENTRAL EXCISES 


New Delhi, the 21st June 1958 


G . S . R . 491. - In exercise of the powers conferred by rule 12 - A of the Central 
Excise Rules, 1944 , as in force in India and as applied to the State of Pondicherry , 
the Central Government hereby directs that, in the case goods specifled in 
column 3 of the Table hereto annexed and manufactured in and exported from 
India or the State of Pondicherry , to any country or territory out of India or 
the said State , other than a country or territory with a common land frontier 
with India which has been declared to be foreign territory under section 5 of the 
Indian Tariff Act , 1934 (32 of 1934 ) , except Pakistan and Burma, or shipped as 
provisions or stores for use on board a ship proceeding to a foreign port, a rebate 
of excise duty in respect of the excisable materials used in the manufacture of 
such goods and specified in column 2 of the said Table shall be allowed at the 
rate specifled against each of such goods in column 4 of the Table aforesaid : 


Provided that: 
( 1 ) the goods are exported by an exporter in accordance with the pro 

cedure set out in the Appendix to this notification ; 
( 2 ) the value of the goods at the time of exportation is , in the opinion of 

the Collector of Central Excise , not less than the amount of the 

rebate of excise duty claimed ; 
( 3 ) the amount of rebate of excise duty admissible is not less than Alve 

rupees ; 
( 4 ) the exporter undertakes to refund to the Collector of Central Excise , 

on demand being made within six months of the date of payment, 
any rebate erroneously paid to him . 


2 . The following notifications of the Government of India in the Ministry of 
Finance ( Revenue Department) are hereby rescinded 

( 1) No. 95 / 57 - Central Excises, dated the 30th November , 1957 .

z 2 . The exporter shall similarly get the registration renewed in the month of 
January every year on application in Form A .

4 . The exporter shall prepare an application in Form B , and present it to the 
Collector of Central Excise within a period of three months of the date of export 
of such goods, together with the Bill of Lading or Shipping Bill duly certified 
by the Customs authorities to the effect that the goods have in fact been exported . 


8 . If the goods are not exported, or the proof of export is not furnished to the 
satisfaction of the said Collector , in the manner and within the prescribed time 
limit, the said Collector may in his discretion disallow the whole or any part of 
the claim for such rebate .
